This is the comment, of the board 
of health on the annual report 
of 
the health commissioner which was 
transmitted to the common council 
at its regular meeting last Friday 
night. 
After giving a brief summary 
of the work done in the last year, 
Dr. J. M. Furstman, health commis­ 
sioner, recommends several matters 
for the consideration of the coun­ 
cil which would increase the efficien­ 
cy of the department and be of bene­ 
fit to the public health. 
Could Prevent Deaths 
He regrets the fact that there were 
eight deaths from diphtheria during 
the last year and declares that sev­ 
eral of these could have been 
pre­ 
vented by the prompt use of anti 
toxin. 
He urges a change in the 
method of distribution of anti-tox­ 
in. 
He also declares that the cases 
of smallpox 
which were 
reported 
could havo been prevented by means 
of vaccination. 
That an Incineration plant for the 
handling of the city garbage would 
save the city $100 a year in the dis­ 
posal of the carcasses of dead ani­ 
mals and other dangers to the public 
health, is the preface to the recom­ 
mendation for the Installation 
ct 
such a plant. 
Dr. Furstman urges the installa­ 
tion of 
the sewer 
system in 
the 
southeastern part of fhe city 
and 
recommends that the council take 
steps to begin the work this year. 
He also recommends the passage of 
the plumbers’ ordinance which 
is 
now being considered by one of 
the 
committees. 
Tho report is given in detail as 
follows: 
Commissioner** Report 
To the Honorable Board of Health of 
the City of La Crosse, Wls. 
Gentlemen: — 
I beg herewith respectfully to pre­ 
sent a detailed report of the work 
done in this department during the 
year, 1911. 
The scope of 
the work, since I 
have taken It up, has been consider­ 
ably enlarged; 
progress has l>een 
made In all lines, and the efficiency 
of the department has been increas­ 
ed in a number of respects. 
Scarlet Fever 
This disease has prevailed to a 
considerable extent less than in the 
previous year. there being 212 cases 
reported in 1910 and only 133 cas­ 
es during 1911. 
A good many of 
these cases have been found by the 
department through the earnest co­ 
operation of the school teachers, due 
to the fact that most of the cases 
were of a very mild nature and did 
not have the services of a physician. 
Diphtheria 
Sixty-six cases of diphtheria were 
reported, with eight deaths. 
The 
number is a good deal larger than 
that of 1910, when there were only 
twenty-five cases reported. This ma­ 
terial Increase Is due to a consider­ 
able extent to the increased activity 
of the department and the ald of the 
laboratory facilities without 
which 
many cases would have been unrec­ 
ognized, and many more cases won 
have developed.
